Chapter 2 (The Evaluation Reporting Process): Paragraph 2-2. The

c. Wthin 15 days after the beginning of the rating period,
the rated officer will schedule a face to face discussion of
duties and performance objectives wth the rater. This session
Is required within 30 days of the beginning of the rating period.
A DA Form 67-8-1 will be used to docunent this discussion (see
section |1, chapter 4 for purpose and use of the support form.
(Correspondence and tel ephone conversation naY be used as
alternatives due to geographic separation, followed by a face to
face discussion at the earliest opportunity.)
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Chapter 3 (The Rating Chain): Paradaraph 3-1. Ceneral.

Add the follow ng as subparagraphs 3-le and 3-if:

e. For USACE organizations the authority to deviate from
rating chains specified in Appendix P, this supplenent, is the
Commander of USACE.

(4) For mgjor subordinate conmanders and district
commanders, it wll be witten so as to start with the phrase
“Commands the ***  a DA designated *** [evel command”, and will
relate the duties perforned to a conparable mlitary conbat arns
function if possible. Avoid USACE engineering specific terns,
jargon, abbreviations and acronyns.

1. Ceneral. a. Al USACE elenents will utilize ENG Form 4779-R
for publishing rating chains.

b. Rating chain lists will be revised/corrected, as
requi red, upon any personnel changes and furnished to each
of ficer concerned wth an information copy to Conmander, USACE
(CEHR-M5). As a mininum each rating chain will be reviewed
quarterly and forwarded to CEHR-M5 with a revised effective date
of 1 Cct, 1 Jan, 1 Apr and 1 Jul.

c. ENG Form 4779-R will be used by all USACE subordinate
comands; however, commanders of major subordinate conmands will
consolidate reports of districts under their jurisdiction into
one formreflecting all assigned/ attached personnel and forward
it to HQ USACE (CEHR- MB).

d. Wthin HQ USACE the directorates of MIlitary Progranms and
Gvil Wrks, the office of the USACE I nspector General and the
O fice of the Chief Counsel, as well as the Ofice, Chief of
Engi neers-Pentagon wi Il prepare a rating schene under the
ui del i nes of Ear agraph 1b above and forward it to HQ USACE
CEHR- M5). O her assigned/attached personnel will be covered
under a rating schene published by CEHR-MS, and signed by the
Chief of Staff, USACE

2. lInstructions for conpleting ENG Form 4779-R.

a. The rating scheme will include the nane, rank, branch,
SSN, and duty title of each assigned/attached officer to include
t he commander.

~b. Colums a thrud wll be filled out conpletely for the
initial entry of each officer. Subsequent entries in the chain
will reflect officer’s rank and |ast name.

c. Colum e will reflect the servicing MLPO of the senior
rater.

d. Colum f and g are self explanatory.

e. Each ENG Form 4779-R wi ||l be authenticated by the
activity commander/director, as appropriate.

3. ROUTINE USE: DA Form 67-8 will be naintained in the rated
officer's Oficial MIlitary Personnel File (OWF) and Career
Management |ndividual File (CMF). A copy will be provided to
the rated officer either directly or sent to the forwarding
address shown in Part I, DA Form 67-8. ENG Form 4779-R is for
organi zational use and to ensure rating officials are established
I n accordance with AR 623-105 and rater, internediate rater, and
senior rater neets requirenments and qualifications in accordance
with AR 623-105.

4. DISCLOSURE: Disclosure of the rated officer’s SSN (Part 1,
DA Form 67-8) is voluntary. However, failure to verify the SSN
may result in a delayed or erroneous processing of the officer’s
CER. Disclosure of the information in Parts a, b, c, and d, ENG
Form 4779-R is voluntary. However failure to provide the
information requested wll result in an evaluation of the rated
officer without the benefits of that officer’s comments. Shoul d
the rated officer use the Privacy Act as a basis not to provide
the information requested, the Oficer Evaluation Report Rating
Chain wll contain the rated officer's statenent to that effect
